' Someof the Miniſters of our neighbour Princes may be juſt- 
ly ſuſpeRed to have had a more immediate hand and operation 
in the Inſurre&tion and Rebellion of /re/avd, many of the Com- 
manders, and moit of the Souldiers levied for the ſervice of Spain 


| are now joyned with theRebellsthere : and thoſe /riſhFriars, 


which were employed by the Spaniſh Ambaſſadour for the ma- 
king of thoſe Levies, are knownto have bin chief Tacendiarics ro 
chis Rebellion, and-are Rillvery aCtive in the proſecution and en- 
couragement of it, | 
The Rebells have a ready and ſpeedy ſupply from ſome of our 

Neighbours. Two Convoyes of Municion and Arms we ate cer< 
tcainlyenformed of : one from Djxkirk, the other from Names 
in Britany + and certainly, thoſe thar are ſo forward to'cnable 
others to kurt us, willnot forbearto hurt us themſelves, afſoon as 
they: ſhall have means and opportunity to doe it. . 

£ Another 
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Another danger is from the Papiſts and ill affected Partie zt 
home. The Papifts here, are aRted by the ſame Principles, with 
thoſe in [relard ; many of themoſt ative of them have lately 
been there; which argues an intercourſe and communication of 
Councels. They have ſtill toreof Armes and Munition at their 
diſpoſing, notwithſtanding all our endeavours to diſarm them , 
they have a free refortro the Citicand tothe Court , they want 
no opportunities to conſult together; they bave the fame oc 
greater encouragements from above,and from about them,than 
ever, in reſpec of the example and ſucceſſe of the Rebels in /re- 
lard, and the great confuſions and diviſions which by their cun= 
ning and ſubtilepraRtiſes, are raiſed and fomented amongſt our 
ſelves at home. 

2 A third Danger is of Tumulks and Inſurretions of the 
meancr ſort of people : by reaſon of their ill vent of Cloth and 
other Manufactures, whereby great multitudes are fer on work , 
who live for the moſt upon their daily gettings, and willin a 
very ſhort time be brought co great extreamitie,jf not employed, 
Nothing is more ſharp and preſſing thefi neceffitie and want ; 
what they cannot buy they will take; and from them thehke 
neceſſitie will quickly be derived to the Farmours and Husband= 
men; and ſo, grow higher, and involve all in an equality of mi. 
ſerie and diſtrefle, if irbe nor prevented. And at this time ſach 
Tumults will be dangerous, becauſe the Kingdome is ſull of dif- 
banded Souldiers and Officers which will be ready to head and 
to. animate the Multitude ro commit violence with more 
firength and adyantag=: and if they once grow intoa Body, it 
will be much more drfficultto reduce them into orderagain, be- 
cauſe ncceſſi:y and want , which are the Cauſes of this diftur- 
bance, will till encreaſe as the effcRs do encreaſe. 

A fourth Danger is from the Rebtls in ſre/azd, nor only in 
reſpect ofthat Kingdom, bur in reſpe& of this: They have ſeized 
upon the Body of chat Kingdom already , they abound in men 
of very able bodies,they encreaſe in Armes and Munition, they 
have great hopes of ſupplics from abroad , of encouragement 
here,and are ſure of good enterrainment from the Popilh party , 
fo chat they begin ro ſpeak already of the tranſporting them» 2 The 
tclves hicher, and making this Kingdom theſeat of the warre. {emer 

The Diftemper which hath produced theſe Dangers is vari- NS 
9us and excecding violent, Whenſoever nature is hindred in her — 
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proper qperations and faculties, dittempers will neceſſarily

The obtruRtions which have brought us intothis diſtemper,, 
are very many:; fo that wecannot wonder at the firength and 
malignity of t. Some of the chiefeſt of theſe obſtruQions, I ſhall 
endeavour to remember, 

I. Theobftruction of Reformation in matters of Religion : 
no Grievances are ſharper than thoſethat preſſe upon che tender 
eonſciences of men ; and there was never Church or State af- 
flited with more Grievancesof this kind , than we have been. 
And though they are by the wiſedom of this Parliament partly 
caſed and diminiſhed, yer many ſtillremain : and as long as the, 
Biſhops and the corrupt part of the Clergie continue jn their : 
Power, there will bee little hope of Freedoine either from the 
ſence of thoſe which continue, or the fear of thoſe which are 
z:moved. And of this obſtruction, F my Lords) I mutt clear the 
Commons, weare in.no part guiltic of it : ſome good Bils have 
paſt us, and others are in preparation, which mighthave been 
paſt beforethis,if we had not found ſuch ill ſacceſle in the other. 
Whatſvever miſchief this obſitruion ſhall produce, we are free 
fromit ; we may have our part of the Miſery , wee can have-no: 
part in the gwi/r or diſhonour. EET 

2 Anobtirugionin Trade; it is the Trade that brings food. 
and nouriſhment to the Kingdome, Ir is that which preſerves 
and encreaſeth the Rock of the whole, and diſtributes a conve= 
nient Portion of maintenance to every part of it : therefore ſuch 
an obfiraction as this mult needs be dangerous; the Freedome 
of Trades being fo neceſſary , the benefic fo important , as thar. 
it gives life, ſtrength, and beauty co the whole Body of the 
Common- wealth : but muſt proteſt the Houſe of Commong 
hath givenno Cauſe to this ObltruRtion ; we have eal'd Trade 
of many Burthens , and heavie Taxes which are taken cff. we 
have freed it from many hard retraints by. Pattents and Mono- 
polies; we have been willing topart with our own Priviledges , 
ro give it encouragement ; we have fought to put the Merchants 
3nto Securiticand confidence in reſpect of the Tower cf Londen, 
that ſo they might bee invited to bring in their Bullion to the 
Mint as heretofore they. have done; and wee are no way guiltie 
of the Troubles, the teares, and publique dangers which make 
men withdray their Stocks, and. to keep their money by them, 
| o., 
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to be ready for ſuch ſudden Exigents, as in theſe great diſtraRis 
ons we have too much Cauſeto expect. | 

3. TheobſiruRion jn the Reliefeof /re/and. It muſt needs be 
accompted a great ſhame and diſhonour to this Kingdom, that 
our Neighbours have ſhewed themſelves more. forward to ſip- 
ply the Rebels, than we have been to releive our diſtreſſed bre- 
thren and fellow-SubjeRs, But I muſt declarethat we are alto- 
gether innocent of any negle& herein, As ſoon as thefirſt newes. 
of the Rebellion came over, we undertook the Warre, not by 
way of Supply and Ayde,as in former Rebellions the Subjects . 
have uſed*ro do, but we undertook the whole charge of it, and 
we fiffered not 24 houresto paſle, before wee agreed to a great 
Leavicof Money and Men, to be employed agzinſt the Rebelis, 
evenin a larg:r proportion, than the Lord Jultices and Councell 
there did detire : and from time totime wee have done all for the 
furtherance thereof, though in the midt of many diſtractions 
and diverſions; but the want of Commiſſions for leavying Men, 
for iſluing Armes, and divers other Impediments, have been the 
Cauſesof that ObiruRion ; and I with we had not onely found 
Tmpe2diments toour ſelves, but alſo Encouragements to thems. 
Many of tie chicſe Commanders, now in the Head of the Re» 
bells, after we had with your Lordſhips concurrence ftopt the. 
Ports againſt all /rijh Papifts, havebeen ſuffered to paſle by his 
Majcfties immediate Warrant,much tothe diſcouragement of the 
Lord Juſtices and the Councell there ; and, this procured,as wee 
belecve, by ſom: evill Inſtruments, too ncere his Regall Perſon, . 
without hi; Majetties knowledge and intention. 

4+ Thc Ob'iruction in proſecution of Delinquents : many we 
have already brought up to your Lordſhips ; divers others wee - 
have been diicouragcd wo tranſmit ; ſuch diſficule proceedings 
have we met withall; fich terrors and diſcountenance have been 
Cait upon our ſelves 2nd our witneſſes;and thoje who have ſhew- 
ed roemfelycs their fricnus Patrons, have found it the moſt rea-- 
Gy way i preferinent; yer, his Majrtties own hand hath beene- 
outing, his Majellies Ships employed for the tranſporting of 
divers of choſe who have fled from the Juſtice of the Parlia- 
men:, 

5 \ 2cnerallObfrution and interruption ofthe proceedings . 
of Paritzment, by thoſe manifold defignes of violence (which 
:;ouph Gods mercy weehavecleaped ; )by the great and fre- 
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quent breaches of Priviledge ; by the ſubtil] endeavours to raiſe 
parties in our Houſe, and jealonfies betwixt the two Houſes, 

6. The ObtruRtion in providing for the Defenſe of the King- 
dome, that wee might be enabled to refilt a forraine Enimy, to 
ſuppreſſe all Civill Inſurreions : and what a prefſing neceſſity 
there is of this, the exceeding great decayes in the Navy, inthe 
Forts, inthe Power of ordering the Mbitiaof the Kingdome, 
and Means of furniſhing them with Munition, are ſufficient 
evidences, known to none better than ro your Lordſhips, and 
what endeavour wee have uſed to remove them (bur hitherto 
without that ſucceſſe and concurrence which weexpeCted :) and 
where the {top hath been, and upon what good grounds we may 
claimour own innocency and faichfulneſle in this, we defire no 

other Witneſſes but your ſelves. 

2. The 14. Laſtly, I cometo the evill Influences which have cauſed this 

fluences diftemper, and I ſhall content my ſelfe to mention ſome few of

rea Dj. I. In thefirſtplace, I ſhall remember the evill Councells 

ficm;er. about the King , whereof we have often complained. Diſeaſes of 

the Braine are moſt dangerous, becauſe from thence Senfe and 
Motion are derived to the whole Body The malignity cf evill 
Covuncel)s will quickly bee infuſed ioto all parts of the State, 
None can doubt but wee have exceedingly laboured under moſt 
dangerous and miſchievous Councells. This evill Influence hath 
been the cauſe of the preparation of Warre with Scotland, of the 
procuring a Rebellion in /reland, of corrupting Religion, ſup- 
preſſing the Liberty of this Kingdome, and of many feartull 
and horrid Atremps, to the ſubvercing the very being of Par- 
lament, which wasthe only hopefull Meanes of oppoſing and 
preventing all thereft : And this doth appeare to be a moſt pre- 
dominant evill of the Time : whereat wee need not wonder, 
when wee conſider how Counſcllours have been preferred and 
prepared. And I appeale to your Lordſhips owne Conſfciences, 
whether the giving, and the countenancing of evill Counccll, 
hath not bcen almoſt the onely way to favour and adyance- 
ment. | 
2, Thediſcoura2cment of good Councel] : divers honeſt and 
approved Counſellours have been put fromtheir places : others ſo 
diſcountenanced, as that the way of fayour hath bin ſhut againſt 


them,and that of danger and defiruion only open torhem. 
2+ The 
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3. The great power thatan interefſed and faRtious party hath 
inthe Parliament, by the continuance of the Votes of the Biſhops 
and Popiſh Lords in your Lordſhips Houſe ; and thetaking in of 
others both out of the Houſe of Commons, and otherwiſe, toen- 
creaſe their ſtrength. 

. 4-The fomenting and cheriſhing of a malignant party through+ 
out the whole Kingdome. : 

5+ The manifold jealoufies betwixt the King, his Parliament, 
and good ſubjets, whereby his protetion and favour hath in 
a great meaſure beene withheld from them : their inclination and 
reſolution to ſerve and afſiſt him, hath beene very much hindered 
and interrupted : We have often ſuffer'd under the mif interpre- 
tation of good Actions, and falſe importation ofevill, which we 
never intended. So that wee may juttly purge our ſelves from 
all guil: of being' Authors of this jealoufie and miſ underftand- 
ing : We have beene, and are ftill ready to ſerve his Majeſty with 
our lives and fortunes, with much cheerefulneſſe and earneſtneſle 
of affection asever any Subjes were ; and we doubt not bur 
our proceedings will ſo manifeſt this, that we ſhall be as cleare in 
the apprehenſion of the world, as we areinthe reſtimony of our 
own Conſciences. | 

| am now come toa concluſion, and I have nothing to pro- 
pound to your Lordſhips by way of Requeſt, or defire from the 
Houſe of Commons ; I doubt nor but your judgements will tell 

you, what is to be done ; your Conſciences, your Honours, your 
Intereſts wilcallupon you for the doing of it; The Commons 
will beglad to have your helpe and concurrence in ſaving of the 
Kingdome ; bur if they ſhould faile of ir, ic ſhould not diſcourage 
them in doingtheir duty. And whether the Kingdome be loſt or 
ſayed (as through Gods bleſſing I hope it will be) they ſhall bee 
ſorry that the ſtory of this preſent Parliament ſhould tell Poſteri- 
ty,thatin ſogreat a Danger and Extremity,the houſe ofCommons 
ſhould beenforced to ſave theKingdom alone, and that the Houſe 
of Pceres ſhould have no partin the Honour of the preſcrvation 
of it, you having {o great an Intereſt inthe good ſucceſle of thofe 
endeavours, in reſpect of your great Eſtates,. and high degrees of
